Democratic Loader Scott Lucas

"fired" claims it was due to race 
or religion — in an effort to make 
the law an umbrella covering al 
kinds of inefficiency and incom 
patibility.

^p .protect him from being "fired 
is going to need a lowyer.

The pity of it is that the South'

all right to fix by law what you 
may drink or eat or wear, but all 
wrong to fix by law the terms of 
private 
employment;

North, jealous of its right to take 
a private drink, sees no inconsist- 
ency in sticking its nose into the 
payroll records of privately-owned 
factories. 


What I think about the South's 


prohibition dictatorship isn't going 


• Jlo change Southern opinion all at 


once, any more than what the 
South thinks is going to temper the 
enthusiasm of Northern zealots for 
"law and more law" on the race 
question. 


But time is eternal, and exper- 


ience resolves all matters. 


And when that day comes the 


Southerner will move his drink out 
in public, the Northerner will mind 
his own business, and congressmen 
will do something about the cost

The first gray streaks w h i c h 


heralded a sunless dawn were just 
beginning to rear themselves mush- 
room-like into the sky from the 
far off edge of the stinking sea of 
Flanders mud.

Communist investigators hope to 
get started Monday on a study of 
state department 
loyalty 
f i l e s 


made available by President Tru- 
man. 


The files to be examined by the 


senate foreign 
relations subcom- 


mittee cover 81 persons cited by 
Senator McCarthy (R - Wis) asei- 
ther Communists, fellow travelers 
or otherwise bad security risks. 


McCarthy reportedly is planning 


to blast the administration tonight 
for releasing only the state depart- 
ment records on those cases to the 
committee, which is investigating 
his charges that a lot of Commu- 
nists and Red sympath zcrs have 
infiltrated the department. 


He has insisted that the inquiry 


group must have access to 
FBI 


files as well. 


McCarthy told r e p o r t e r s he 


would have plenty to say regard- 
ing the files issue in a speech to- 
night before a convention of miden 
western young Republicans in Chi- 
cago. A nationwide radio b r o a d - 
cast (ABC) of his address is sched- 
uled (7:30 p. in., EST). 


Mr. Truman at first refused to

Acheson Calls 
for Rally of 


Free Nations 


Washington, May 
6 (IP) Sccre 


tary of State cheson, leaving foi 
Europe, called on the nations of 
the West today to r a l l y theii 
forces with "utmost v i g o r" to 
meet the global challenge of com 
munism. 


"Free men 
and 
free 
nations 


everywhere will face increasingly 
crucial tests in the years immedi- 
ately ahead," Acheson declared in 
a takeoff statement-. 


he statement was given out by 


the state departnent in advance of 
his takeoff time of 1 p. m. (EST). 
The aim was to emphasize 
the 


hopes he holds of increasing unity 
of the Western powers in diplomat- 
ic conferences in London during 
the next two weeks. 


Acheson was scheduled to reach 


Paris tomorrow morning for talks 
with French Foreign M i n i s t e r 
Schuman, and to continue to Lon- 
don Tuesday. 


After declaring that the immedi- 


ate future will Taring "increasingly 
crucial tests" in the C o mmunist 
struggle Acheson- added: 


"What we seek at London is to 


accelerate mobilization of the rn<V- 
ral and material strength of 
the 


free world. The free world con- 
tains vast untapped moral and ma- 
terial resources. We must develop 
those reserves to the best of our 
ability. We should be doing 
so 


even if international communism 
did not exist. As things are 
we 


must do so with utmost vigor."

Washington, May 5 —OT—There 


is no federal law against 
gam- 


bling. The closest thing to it is a 
federal law forbidding the use of 
the mails for a lottery or 
other 


games of chance. 


Many states do have anti-gam- 


oling laws. For instance, they have 
laws against slot machines, bet- 
ting on the race horses in hand- 
books, and the numbers racket. 


So, the problem 
of 
stopping 


gambling has been a problem for 
the states and the cities. Novy

number of state and city officials 
have begun to complain that they 
need federal help in fighting gam- 
bling.

In February the attorney gener- 


al, J. Howard McGrath, called a 
national conference here on ciimc. 


and the National Institute of Mu- 
nicipal Law Officers. 


This conference agreed to set up 


a permanent commission to pht the 
pressure 
on 
gambling. 
And 
it 


asked congress to pass a couple 
of laws — on slot machines and 
horse race betting — to help them 
out. 


The senate acted with surpris- 


ing promptness on slot machines. 
It passed a bill making it a fed- 
eral offense to ship slot machines 
into a state which hag laws against 
them. The house hasn't begun to 
act on this yet. 


As to belting on race 
horses: 


The conference asked congress to 
pass a law to break up nationwide 
"illegal" gambling on the races. 
"Illegal" is a nice distinclion and 
an important word because 
you 


run into this: 


Betting on the horses is legal in 


a state if it's 
done at a 
track 


which operates within that stale, 
under state license, and turns a 
percentage of the money bet over 
to the state treasury. 


But anywhere else in that state, 


outside the track, betting on the 
horses is illegal, whether the bet- 
ting is on the races run at the li- 
censed track in that state or at a 
track operating in some other state 
under license. This is the so-called 
"off-the-track" or handbook bet- 
ting. 


A number of states permit bet- 
ing at a state-licensed track but 
forbid any handbook betting out- 
side the track. Yet, it has 
been 


estimated there are so many 
as 


150.000 handbooks doing business in 
this country, in violation of 
the 


law. 


But how do they get the up-to- 


the-minute race news which makes 
it possible for them lo do business? 
By a nationwide system, of infor- 
mation sent to them by telegraph 
or telephone from the tracks. 


Of course, th c whole 
problem 


could be solved by the slates if 
they outlawed all race tracks. This 
seems unlikely. 


Too many people have too much 


money invested in horseflesh 
and 


race tracks to let Ihe Iracks be 
wiped out without a fierce 
fight. 


Besides that, a lot of voters like 
to go to the races. In 
addition, 


the states 
which have 
licensed 


tracks make money off them, since 
they get a percentage of the money 
bet there. 


But it's doubtful thai the hand- 


books could do much business, or 
any at all, if the up-to-lhe-minute 
.rack information was 
shut off. 


That's what the state and city of- 
ficials said, in asking congress to 
pass a law against sending track 
information into the " i 11 e g al" 
gambling places, the handbooks. 


A senate committee 
has 
been 


looking into Ihis p r o b l e m for 
weeks, holding hearings, listening 
to a lot of witnesses, including big 
gamblers and men who run the 
race-horse information service.
